Depew-, and finally he agreed that if 
found necessary" ho would appoint him 
as Ambassador to Paris. 


FUNDS RAISED. 


With full belief that he, tho Pres- 


ident, would keep his agreement, I 
came back to New York, sent for 
Treasurer Bliss, who told me that I 
was their last hope, and that they 
had exhausted every other resource. 
In his presence I called up an Inti- 
mate friend of Senator Depew, told 
him that It was necessary in order 
to c; rry New York State that J200,- 
000 fhould be raised at once, and if 
he would help I would subscribe $30,- 
000. 
After a few words over tho 


telephone the 
gentleman 
eald he 


wouM let mo know, which ho did 
probably In three or four hours, with 
the result that tho whole amount, 
Inclu ling my subscription, had been 
raise J. 


The checks were given to Treasurer 


Bliss who took them to Chairman 
Cortf lyou. If thero were any amons 
them

life Insurance companies, 


or any other like organizations, ot 
course. Cortelj ou must have informed 
tho President. I do not know who 
the sabscrlbers were othor than the 
friend of Depew, who was an individ- 
ual. This amount enabled the Now 
York State Committee to continue 
its ,vork, with the result that at 
least 50,000 votes wore turned in tho 
city of Now York alone, making a dif- 
ference of 100,000 votes in the general 
result.

General Tasker H. Bliss of the 
Department of 


California, U. S. A., who is to command the regulars 
and militia at the forthcoming maneuvers at Camp 
Atascadero, is to give the new arm}' emergency ration 
a thorough trial with the 6000 men to be assembled 
there. 
He says this ration consists 
of three cakes 


made of material composed of milk, egg, chocolate 
and a little sug;ir. It is palatable and nutritious, and 
it has keeping qualities which make possible the main- 
tenance of a large reserve stock. The ration is a com- 
mercial production which can be obtained in large 
( 


quantities in time of trouble. Each ration possesses 
sufficient nutriment to^sustain a soldier for twenty- 
four hours. It may be eaten dry, or reduced to a sort 
of gruel or thick soup, or mixed with more water and 
used as a beveiage. It is also palatable when mois- 
tened and mixed with hard bread. 


General Bliss, by the way, was the man who dur- 


ing war times squelched the butchers at Santiago, 
Cuba, when he found they were forcing the public to 
pay ninety cent-, a pound for meat. Summoning them 
before him he forced them to admit that the meat only 
cost them fifteen cents _a pound. 
He then ordered 


them to sell for a price not higher 
than twenty-five 


cents, and saw to it that "his order was strictly obeyed, 


/an act which endeared him very much to the people 


there.

ARE UNCOVERED 


Mummies of Memphis Are Told 


About in Paper Read at 


Meeting. 


LONDON, Sopt. 10.—One of tho most 
Interesting- papers thus far at the an- 
nual meeting of the British association 
was Flinders retries' description of the 
last 
year's 
excavations 
In Memphis, 
where the oldest stone built tombs have 
been uncovered. These wero constructed 
toward the end of tha second dynasty, 
OoOO hundred years ago. 
Not until tho 
latter part of tha third dynasty did stone 
built chambers become the general cus- 
tom, 
even for kings. 


The oldest stone tombs of subjects 


wero those of Meydum, which were op- 
erated by the British school last winter. 
The frrsat Mastabas of Ncfermaat and 
another noble on3 close to the pyramid 
of Sneferu, the interiors of which had 
defied modern search, were attacked In a 
thorough manner. 


The mound over one tomb was mined 


to a dspth of forty-five feet and at the 
bottom was found a closed stone build- 
Ing which had been completely burled 
without leaving any external 
opening. 


The burial, therefore, had taken place 
before the mound was thrown up, and 
as the material of the mound was clearly 
.'rom the masons' waste left In the build- 
ing of the pyramid adjacent, it 
must 


have been made before the burial. 
Tho 


date o£ the pyramid was 4GSO B. C., and 
it .was the earliest private stone tomb 
that could bo dated. 


The passages were lofty and the great 


chamber was rbofod with beams of some 
-.vhlc-h weighed forty tons each. 
In a 


recess at the end of the hall stood a 
"iarcophagus of red granite, tho 
oldest 


Ktonu sarcophagus known. ,'• 


The burial was of the greatest Inter- 


est, as It showed that the 
body was 


completely stripped and each bor.e then 
was wrapped .separately In fine linen; 
The spine was packed closely with linen 
itnd linen was pressed into tho empty 
••ye rockets of the skull, which was found 
with the rest of the bones. 


As compared with the -usual Egyptian 


heads, the -skujl was large, with narrow 
faco. I'.ncl extremely orthognathous, and 
narrow nope.
